Red Cross Nears 
Objective e} 

Contributions are continuing to roll 
in to Raymond and district campaign 
offices according to Mrs. F, 
Chairman of the local Red Cross Cam 
paign. Quota for this area is set at 
$1750.00, and $1530.45 of this quota 
has been reached so far. The Cam- 
paign will continue until the quota is 
reached, 

With a Provincial quota of $400,000 
and Red Cross pledged to spend $600, 
000 in Alberta in 1952, curtailment of 
Red Cross services would follow 
should the Provincial Campaign fal 
short. Included in the $600,000 is the 
nationally-sponsored Blood ‘Transfus- 
jon Service and a capital expenditure 
of $92,000 for a new Clinie Building 
in Edmonton, At the present time, 
Red Cross offices in Edmonton are 
scattered throughout the City. 

No phase of the Red Cross program 
can safely be allowed to lapse. The 
Blood Transfusion Service, work for 
crippled children, swimming and wat- 
er safety, Junior Red Cross, disaster 
relief, civilian defence and work for 
civilian war refugees must continue. 

“Because Red Cross services are so 
necessary to our well-being, wé must 
reach our quota,” said Mrs. Hall. 

“If you have not already given your 
contribution to Red Cross, then please 
do so immediately to insure that ‘the 
work of merey never ends.’ ”
